ENGLAND'S QUEEN. 


Loyal Britons Celebrate the Fifty- 
Second Anniversary of Her 
Coronation. 


An Hvent in London Intended to 
Eclipse the Recent Radical 
Demonstration. 


Admirers of the Irish Parliamentary Leader 
Banquet Parnell—Mr, Caine Cam- 
prign Grewing in Interest—Delegates to 
the St. Petersburg Prison Congress—The 
Lendon Police—La&test Phase ef the New- 
foundiand Fisheries Trouble—The Chol- 
era Has Not Reached Fraance—Precau- 
tions Taken to Prevent the Spread of the 
Scourge—Foreign News. 


Loxpox, June 28.—To-day occurs the fifty- 
second annual commemoration of the coro- 
nation of Victoria as Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland. Among the prominent observ- 
ances of the occasion isan immense Tory and 
aristocratic demonstration which is now 
proceeding at the Crystal Palace. Mem- 
bers of the House of Lords and 
of the House of Commons are 
conspicuous participants in the affair, 
which is attended by tens of thousands of 
members of the Primrose League and other 
conservative and ultra-loyal organizations of 
the country. This afternoon a number of 
speeches will be made at the meeting which is 
intended to minimize the importance of the 
recent formidable labor and radical demon- 
strations. 


The Newfoundland Fisheries Trouble. 


ST. JouNS, Newfoundland, June 28.—Com- 
mander Sir Baldwin Waiker of the British 
war ship Emerald, who tent a party of ma- 
rines ashore and closed the factory of James 
Baird at Fiechell’s Brook is liable to get into 
trouble. Mr. Baird has sone to the piace to 
take the statutory declaration witha view to 
serving a warranton Capt. Walker for tres- 
pass. Thecase involves two actions—RBaird 
against Walker for damages and the local 
government against the British Government 
for usurping authority illegally. A number 
of people employed in the factory are thrown 
out ot employment, and they have no other 
means of earning a livelihood. 
The French war ship Bisson arrived at St. 
George's Bay June 25, to assist the war ships 
La Perouse and Indre in the fishery trouble, 
French lobster facturies are in full operation. 
The Rev. Dr. Howley has interviewed the 
Premier on the people’s compensation claim 
and the matter will be laid before the Council, 
ADVICE TO SALISBURY. 
Lovpox, June 2.—The Standard says: 
Whether or not France aceepts an offer of 
com pensation for her Newfoundland fishing 
rights, Lord Salisbury owes it toan essentially 
meritorious class of colonial subjects to ute 
bis bighest influence in securing them in their 
country just treatment and a free field for 
their energies. 
The Times, commenting to-day on the Bay 
St. George incident, says that the gravest 
consequences must follow a repetition of the 
affair. .While the Times charges the New- 
foundland authorities with alternately biow- 
ing hot and cold, it acknowledges that they 
cannot be expected by the Government to 
consent tothe negotiation iu 1891 of a modus 
vivendi siinilar to the one which now obtains. 
The paper concludes Its editorial comment by 
asking whether in this connection Lord Salis- 
bury willsupplement Anglo-German negotia- 
tions with another diplomatic triumph. 


A Bitter Political Campaign. 


Loypon, June 28 —The test of popular 
opinion on the question of compensation to 
publicans, which is the basis of Mr. Caine’s 
campaign at Barrow-in-Furness, is attracting 
more attention than has been given to any 
single election in Engiand in many years, and 
the contest for the seat promises to be waged 
witha degree of bitterness that will sever 
many lifelong friendships. Cardinal Manning 
nas taken part in the campaignto the extent 
of writing aletter to Mr. Cainein which he 
bids that gentleman godspeed in the cause of 
which he has made himeelf the champion. The 
venerable prelate writes that he has always 
refused to take partin political matters, but 
he regards the present issue asa question of 
morals and therefore feels called uponto ex- 
press his views and declare his preferences. 
The action of the Barrow Liberais in putting 
up a candidate renders Mr. Caine’s return 
extremely unlikely, while Lord Hartington’s 
telesxram advising the Unionists to support 
the Tory candidate is believed to be of suf- 
ficient weightto give the seat to the Con- 
servatives. 


The Londen Police. 


LONDON, June 28.— The London Liverals 
have espoused the cause of the police in their 
attempts to obtain recognition of their de- 
mands and will endeavortobave the matter 
discussed in Parliament witha view of put- 
ting an endtothe uncertain state of affairs 
which now exists. It is freely asserted by the 
police that Sir Edward Bradford has used all 
the influence he possesses with Home Secre- 
tary Matthews to theendof inducing that 
official to make no concessionstothe force 
and has represented himselfas being thor- 
oughly capable of dealing withthe situation 
in a way that will prevent any similiar trouble 
in the future. 

They Disinfected His Luggage. 


Paris, June 28.—Kostschakoff, the Russian 
ambassador to Spain, arrived at the frontier 
yesterday on his way from Madrid to this oity. 
The authorities, in accordance with the regu- 
lations now in force on account of the preva- 
lence of cholera in some parts of Spain, pro- 
ceeded to disinfect the minister's bassasge 
and that ot the other passengers, but Kost- 
achakoff objected. The officials, however, 
would not make an exception in his favor, 
and he was obliged to permit his luggage to be 
Gisinfected.

Speeches will be made by many of the most 
renowned members of the Liberal party in 
the House of Commons, as well as by dis- 
tinguished Irishmen. Mr. Parnell is the re- 
cipient to-day ofa deluge of congratulatory 
telegrams and cable dispatches. 


Tragic Sequel to an Elopement. 


LONDON, June 28.—Severai days ago a young 
bank clerk named Hasselbrink sloped from 
Oldbam with a young woman named Lutzke, 
to whom be had long been engaged to be mar- 
ried, but whose parents Opposed the match. 
The couple wentto Copenhagen, where they 
took rooms at a hotel. Yesterday their sap- 
ply of money gave out, and in despair of ob- 
taining more they committed suicide. 


Four Arabs Hanged. 


Lobo, June %.—The Times publishes the 
following dispatch from Zanzibar: Mahomed 
Bincassim and three companions have been 
hanged at Bagamoyo for the murder of a Ger- 
man merchant eight years ago. The Arabs 
have gone into universal mourning asa mark 
of their resentment, Mahomed having be- 
longed to a high family. The same dispatch 
says the Witu Oo, bas liquidated. 


Delegates to the Prison Congress. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, June 2%."—The delegates 
tothe prison congress arrived at Helsing- 
fores, Finland, yesterday.

This afternoon a committee from the freight 
bandilers in the houses on this side of the 
river went to East St. Louis for the purpose 
of discussing the situation with the etrikers. 


The strikers have sent a communica- 
tion to them asking their assistance 
in procuring the wages which they as«ed [or. 
The St. Louis employes have signified a wish 
for higher wages, but concluded that it 
would be advisable for them to wait until 
they found out how the present trouble 
ended. In consideration of the present state 
of affairs, however, they think that 
their assistance might be of value 
and the committee was sent across the river 
to find out what can be done. They think 
that ifthe strikers can win without thelr aid 
it would be best to let them do so and then 
make a demand fora similar ralse lu st. Louis, 
but in case there Is danger of the strikers 
losing they have announced their intention of 
coming to the front and joining the strikers. 

The committees will report this afternoon at 
the different freight houses in St. Louis the 
result of their investigation. 


Three Years for Burglary.

The Time for Corrections Ended at Neon, 
and the Boxes Were Then Nailed Up— 
A Strong Petition Sent te Gen, Noble 
Nothing te Be Dene Now but te Wait 
for the Recount to Be Ordered. 


**I think they will be satisfied to close the 
census to-day at noon, said Maj. Weigel. ‘*I 
have received no further orders, sol will 
ship to-night.’’ 

Have there been many additions since 
yesterday?’’ 


No; only a few. Here are some com- 


‘plaints that were made, but all those people 


have been enumerated.’’ 

Maj. Weigel handed overthe papers. One 
was a complaint from Gildehouse, Walfing & 
Co. concerning members of the Glldehouse 
and Wolfing families who are over in Europe 
or in the North—some five orsix in all. An- 
other was from Andrew D. Bartold, 1016 
Chouteau avenue, and the remaining one was 
from Thomas Leech and family, 2646 Pine 
street. Mr. Leech said he did not blame the 
enumerator, because he and his family wore 
out ot the chy when the enumerator was go- 
ing his rounds. . 

All of those have been counted, sald 


Maj. Weigel, ‘‘and their names are on the 
lists.’’ 

When the clock struck 12 the Supervisor and 
his assistants began packing the boxes and 
putting on the lids to get them ready for ship- 
ment to-night. No further corrections can be 


made, and the only way now for St. Louls to 
get justice is to secure a recount. 

THE PETITION TO GEN. NOBLE 
was forwarded to Washington last night. It 
was ofthe nature of a private letter rather 
than a public petition, and was signed by men 
who have a personal acquaintance with Gen. 
Noble and in whose judgment be would have 
confidence. This will go far towards securin 
a new count for St. Louis. In fact, this an 
the other matters which have deen 
presented to the Secretary of 
the Interior, and his expression 
ot Interest in the city’s welfare justify the be- 
lief that a new count is assured. Maj. Weigel 
thinks itis ‘‘threshing old straw’’ to count 
the people over again. One would naturally 
suppose thethe would favor as recount, de- 
cause after all the criticism his work has 
borne a recount would vindicate him if bis 
enumeration is correct. Supt. Porter does 
not favor a recount. He has read Maj. 
Weigel’s report, and in spite of the 
facts presented to him he is 
not inclined to grant a recount. Fortunately 
the matter rests with his superior,Geu, Noble, 
who is willing-that st. Louis should be given a 
chance to place herself right, and unless 
something happens which no one looks for 
the rscount will be ordered within a week 
from to-day. , 

W hile Maj. Weigel does not oppose a recount, 
he favors everything else. He says the cen- 
sus is as nearly correct as that of any 
other city. St. Louls wants it as 
nearly correct wr human efforts 
can make it. Hesays thatthe proposition to 
select several districts at random and go over 
them would have been a fair test of his work. 
The only object of suchatest would have 
been to convince the people of the necessity 
for golug over all the districts and to induce 
them to insist upon a recount. They 
are convinced now that a recount is neces- 
sary, and they bave urgently requested that it 
should be ordered. Their action had obviated 
the necessity for a test, and the recount will 
show that the people were right and the Su- 
pervisor wrong. 

FAULTS OF THE SYSTEM.~ 

Marcus A. Wolf, the real estate ent, has 
some very positive Views ou the #hbject of the 
enumeration which closed to-day. He has 
been lying in wait for an enumérator at No. 
2813 Marcus avenue, but has failed to get on 
the lists. To-day he said: ‘‘lam not one of the 
boasters who want to show a population 
of a milllon or two, but do want 
to see St. Louis get justice. I Bave’nt seen 
any enumerator at my office or my home. 
I've been a resident of St. Louis for a great 
many years. Idon’t think 1 was omitted on 
the grounds of non-residents. The fact is 
that a great many people have been missed; 
my neighbors tell me that they have not seen 
any enumerator but I' not answer for them. 
A large proportion of our popaiation consists 
of young men and girls who have no homes. 
They live in rooms, boarding about at res- 
taurants. Ihave three young men so situated 
in my office. Now 9 don't get to their 
rooms until night, and it a canvas of dusiness 
houses and shops is not made how do 
they expect to get and of this 
class. From observations in my own 
business, lam convinced that the Increase is 
greater than what it is shown to be by the 
enumeration which has just closed. The only 
correct way to enumerate is to visit every 
structure in the oity and then you will get 
everybody. This has not been done under 
thesystem followed. We should have a new 
count. 

MR, JOSEPH M. HAYES, 

Chairman of the Morcantile Club Committee, 
said to-day thatsince tne petition had gone 
forward thecommittee would take no further 
action untilthe secretary ordered the new 
count. Everything that is necessary has been 
done and now st. Louis mast wait 
on Gen. Noble. He has ordered 
that the St. Louls census be sent 
direct to him. He will receive it on Monday, 
an d . by Wednesday or Thursday he 
will be ready to announce nie decislon. There 
is every reason to believe that he will order 
the recount and none to think that he will 
not. He will designate who shail take it, and 
of course it will be some person other than 
Maj. Weigel. Inall probability it will be Mr. 
D. 8. Gould, who is suggested by the petition, 
and who was discussed by Gen. Noble and the 
committee when the gentlemen who repre- 
sented St. Louis were in Washington.

The Transfer Drivers and the fwitchmens 
Also Ready to stop Work—Several of the 
Roads Weakening and Willing te Give 
In—The Strikers’ Meeting This After- 
neon—The Number of Men Now Work- 
ing. 


The strikers in the East gt. Louls freight 
houses are feeling very jubilant to-day, as 
they are confident of winging\ the fight. The 


the positions of the strikers with but poor 


houses which have at present enough men to 
do much work. All of the freight houses, with 
the exception of those of the Cairo Short Line 
and the Indianapolis & St. Louis, were open 
this morning and had men at work. 
While not yet having made any 
arrangement with the strixers, several of the 
roads have some of thelr old men at work at 
$1.50 per day to get the freicht out of the way. 
The following is alist of the houses with the 
men at work to-day: r 

The Chicago & Alton brought in twenty men 
from along the line this morning And placed 
them at work in the freight house. 

The Louisville & Nashville road has thirty. 
one men, which they have brought in from 
outside the city, at work. 

The Indianapolis & St. Louis Co. had twenty- 
one meu at work this morning. 

The Vandalia has about twenty men work- 
ing in the freight-house, and the strikers 
claim that they are only getting $1.10 a day. 

The Mobile & Ohio has fifteen men at work. 
Some of them are strikers who are working 
for $1.50 per day, while the rest are negroes, 
who are receiving the same pay. 4 

Tune Ohio & Mississippi Co. has about fifteen 


men at work. 

The Cairo Short Line freight-house bad no 
wen working this morning. 

The Toledo, Kansas City & St. Louis Road 
had eight wen at work at $1.50 per day. They 
arefrom mong the strikers.

A meeting of the strikers was calle@ for this 
morning at 9 o’clock at Lightstone’s Heil, on 
Franklin avenue, busatthat bour only about 
a dozen of the men were present. They stood 
around the corners 4d the situation 
while waiting for their fellow workmen to 
appear. Mr, r, the Freight Agent of 
the Indihus is & St. Louts Co. came walk- 
ing upt reetand approaching a knot of 
men whahad been employed by him said: 

Say. oys, what do you want anyhow? 
. Rar ent said yet what you wanted to 
do!“! 

**We want $1.50 a day., spoke up one of the 


men. 

„Well, I would be willing to give you that 
amount at once, but Il haven’t tne authority 
to do so. Weare willing to do the right thing 
by you. 

The men stood ina knot by themselves, 
talking about the situation, and finally Mr. 
Roederer walked away. 

The strikers’ committee consistsof elghteen 
men, but only four of them have acted to- 
gether as yet. They are Mike Haas, Dan Ro- 
land, Felix Bolinski and John Houseman. 
They went over to East St. Louls yesterday 
afternoon, where they met the agents of the 
different roads and were offered a comprom- 
ise. The Superintendents at vyesterday’s 
meeting decided to offer the men $1.40 per day, 
15 cents per hour for overtime and 15 cents an 
hour for each day of which the men only 
worked a portion. This agreement was read 
to the committee, but they declined to con- 
sider it. Nothing less than $150 per day 
would they accept. It was reported that 
someof the men from the Toledo, Kansas 
City & St. Louis road had agreed to accept the 
compromise, but this morning the strikers 
denied that they had agreed to do so, and if 
any of the wen were working 

IN THE FREIGHT-HOUSE 
of that company they were getting $1.50 a day. 

The men fnaliy decided to hoid their meet- 
ing in Lightstone’s Hall at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. They talk very confidently of 
winning and seemto have no fears as to the 
outcome. 

„„We can fight it out for six months, if it Is 
necessary, said one of the strikers. ‘‘We 
inn get our charter irom the American Feder- 
ation of Labor next Monday probably, and 
then the other organizations wili assist us if 
we need any belp, butidon’tthink we sball. 
We have got everythives just where we need it, 
and you can bet vour lite that we will all be 
at work in afew days ata dollar and a halt a 
day. 

the transfer drivers belong to the Amefican 
Federation of Labor and therefore will be 
bound to assist their new brethren. The 
switchmen are also under obligations to the 
freicht bandiers, for the latter turned out 


with them in 1886, when theswitchtnen struck, 
and gave materiai assistance to them. A com- 
| mittee of the switchmen meta committee of 
| the strikers last evening and they made an 
agreement that whenevertbe strikers wanted 
their help they would respond and do alli they 
co to assist them. 

For this afternoon’s meeting the following 
plan was decided on. The transfer drivers 
promised to send over a delegation and they 
would agree tostand bythe strikers. The 
switehmen would also have a committee 
present and both the transfer drivers and 

THE SWITCHMEN 

were to be asked to go on strike unless the 
affair was settied by Monday morning. This 
is all understood andin case the companies do 
not come to time Monday morping the switchb- 
men will refuse to handle any 
cars which contain freight bandied 
by the men who have taken the 
places of the strikers, The transfer drivers 
will refuse to haul any wagons which have 
been loaded by the ‘‘scabs,’’ as they call the 
pew men, and this will effectually biock all of 
the freight. Therefore the strike will either 
be settled By Monday morning or else it 
will assume much larger propor' ions. 

Uniess the Superintendents agree to some- 
thing before Mondsy there will be a decided 
lack of unanimity in thelr action. The In- 
dianapolis & S8t. Louis Co. is more af- 
fected bythe strike than any ofthe other 
roads, as they handie more freicht, and the 
Mobile & Ohio is also very seriously at- 
fected. These roads show a disposition to 
grant the strikers whatever demand they may 
make. It was only after considerable argu- 
ment thatthe Mobile & Ohio road was per- 
suaded to join the others, but they will prob- 
abiy not bold out after to-day. The Chicago 
& Alton, theOhio & Mississippi and the Cairo 
Short Line are also willing to grant the de- 
mands of the strikers and it was only by the 
arguments of the representatives of these 
roads thatthe others were persuaded to 
offer any compromise. The raliroads are 
losing immense amounts dy the strike and 
considerable business is being taken out of 
their hands, 60 considering the situation it is 
probable that a settlement will be effected 
this af‘ernoon.

CHICAGO, III., June 28.—Rumors were afloat 
yesterday to the effect that .a strike involving 
all the trainmen on the 9,000 miles of railroad 
which comprise the Atchison was about to 
take place.

THE WHEAT CROP, 


The Demand for Sacks Not More Than Half 
That ef Former Years. 


The uncertainty in regard to the amount of 
the wheat crop, which is felt by some of the 
pittraders and receivers, is apparently not 
shared by the farmers, as the indications 
point to a general belief that it will prove to 
be very much belew the average in volume. 


An important Indication is to be found in the 
demand for wheat sacks. St. Louls has long 
supplied all the tributary country with sacks 
for shipping, and the orders have been re- 
garded as indicative of the quantity of wheat 
in the hands ofthe growers. Local dealers in 
sacks report that only about half the usual 
number of sacks bave been called for this 
year that have been demanded during previ- 
ous seasons. Some shippers who sent in their 
orders early in the season, especially trom 
lower river points, have sent back half of the 
sacks purcnased, and there has been a falling 
off ot least 50 per cent in the demand from 
Missouri River points. These indications 
point to a little more than halt a erop in the 
sections referred to.

The Senyeh for Congressional Candidates 
With ‘‘sraff’’ Has Indaced Certain Wen- 
Kaown Citisens te Consider the Advisa- 
bility of Maving Presented to the Legis 
lature a Bill Which Would Step Bribery 
ia Elections New Mames for Congress. 


The creat amount of talk which has been in - 
duiged in about bringing out a candidate for 
Congress in the Kighth District who would be 
abie and willing to spend as much money as 
Congressman Niedringheus to secure his ele- 
tion may be preductive of legisiation which 
will effectually prevent in the future the use 
of money in Missouri! elections, except such 
as may be permitted by law for legitimate 
campaign expenses. Fora month or so past 
there has been so much said and published 
about running men with ‘‘stuff’’ in both the 
Eighth and Ninth Congressional Districts that 
a number of prominent citizens have been 
discussing the advisability of requesting the 
Legisiature to pase a law framed after the 
English **Corrupt Practices Act, and a de- 
cision to do so has been practically reached. 
Among those who have been giving attention 
to the matter are Mesers. Fred W. Orunden, 
the Pablie School Librarian, and Mr. Charlies

TO PREVENT BRIBERY. 

Mr. Crunden was seen at the Library this 
morning, and being asked if be thought prob- 
able that the Legislature would, at the next 
session, be requested to pass a law to prevent 
bribery in elections, sald: 

‘*] think it Is quite likely. The subject has 
been much discussed lately, and the discus- 
sion, I think, will lead to action.’’ 

„»The intention is, lam informed, to frame 
the law onthe pattern of the English Cor- 
rupt Practices Act.’’ 

„res. 

„What is the nature of that act?’’ 

„It is a law passed by Parliament to govern 
all elections held in England, and to prevent 
corruption ot the voters. A candidate is re- 


quired to submit after the election a sworn 
statement of his expenses before he receives 
his certificate, and the only expenses which 
are legal are printing, hiring of bands and 
advertising generally. For this a limit is 
fixed.’’ 

What is the amount allowed?’’ 

„do not remember, but I know it is quite 
liberal, as isshown by the fact that since the 
law has beenin operation no candidate bas 
expended the full amount which he couid 
have used lawfully in advertising himself. 
Under the law if a candidate does not wish to 
bother himself with the petty responsibilities 
of the campaign hecan hire an agent to at- 
tend tothe printing and hiring of bands and 
halle for him, but when he does that he shuts 
himself off from expending anything what- 
ever. lf a man wanted $5 for printing or 
anything else recognized as legitimate, the 
candidate could not give it to him, but would 
have to refer him to his agent, «asthe only 
man authorized to contract campaign ex- 
penses for him. The law requires that the 
expenditures must all be made bythe same 
person, 80 as to insure the accuracy of the 
statement. 

**What is the penalty Imposed in case a man 
is found to have used money for corrupt pur- 
poses? 

In the first place his election is invalidated 
and in the next he is tried for perjury. Since 
the law has been in operation, however, 
there have been but very few transgressors, 
and they have heen dealt with so severely 
that bribery in English elections may now be 
saidto be athing of the past. A man who 
runs for parliament is too fearfel of being 
ruined by exposure to takeanychances. The 
law, too, provides him with a refuge from 
bieeders.’’ 

„What has been the effect of the law. 

To greatly purify politics,of course. Form- 
erly often as high as £50,000 was spent in a 
single district. Now, as 1 have said, the 
amount allowed under the law for legitimate 
expenses is rarely closely approximated, thus 
showing clearly that the vast amount of 
money used formerly was spent for the sole 
purpose of corrupting the voters. 

ITS PURIFYING EFFECT. 

Do youthink the Legislature would 
favorably on such a bill?’’ 

**I] certainly do if it 1 presented 
to them. Ie bill would be an admirable 
suplementtothe Australian system of voting, 
which has already been adopted. That sys- 
tem unquestionably lessens the chances of 
corruption, as candidates are somewhat chary 
of giving up money for votes which they 
cannot see put in the ballot box. 
Such a bill as the ‘corrupt practices 
act,” howevor, would, if put on the statute 
books, dispose ofall chances of bribery in 
elections. They have already passed alaw 
similarin its purport, but not entirely the 
sumein all its features ,in the State of New 
York. It would bealawtowhbich no honest 
man could object, and I think it would be 
most purifying in politics in St. Louis. The 
more the country expands the more does the 
stability of the Government become depend- 
ent on the absolute purity of the ballot, and 
toomany safeguards cannot be thrown 
around it.“ 

It is believed by those who are interested in 
secing such a law passed that the members of 
the Legislature from the country would vote 
for it, as they hearso much abont the use of 
money in St. Louls that they would only be 
too glad of the chance to prevent it in the fut- 
ure. It has frequently been charged that the 
loss of the three Congressional districts last 
time by the Democrats was due to the use of 
money and colonization. Ot course if the use 
of money was prevented colonization could 
not be effected, because voters cannot be in- 
duced to putthemselves out any unless there 
is some object in itfor them.

HABITUAL CRIMINALS, 


The Invocation of a New Statute Which 
Cansed Excitement in Jail. 


The information that eight Indictments un- 
der the habitual criminal act had been re- 
turned yesterday afternoon by the May Grand- 
jury spread like a flash tothe jall and created 
anything but a favorable impression among 
the unfortunates there confined. Indeed, 


such old timers as Mills, Logan and Ambrose, 
who were indicted in this way, were the 


least bit nervous the rest of the day and 
roundly cursed the prosecuting officers for the 
zealthey badsbown in the matter. Circuit 
Attorney Clover says that an indictment un- 
der this act returned in conjunction with dn 
indictment under some specific criminal 
charge will render it very muoh easier to 
secure a conviction. For instance under an 
ordinary indictment the prosecution is not 
permitted to attack the character 
of the defendant unless the lat- 
ters attorneys endeavor to prove for 
himaprevious good character. Under this 
newindictment, however, it becomes neces- 
sary to produce in evidence the 

DK FENDANT'’S CRIMINAL RECOR 
and the jury isthusenabied to — ot tue 
credibility of such a man's testimony. 

Mr. Clover bardiy hopes fora life sentence 
in more than three of the eiuht cases. It the 
defendants plead zullty he will be lenient. If 
they Insist on going totrialhe will ask fora 
conviction on both indictments anda sen- 
tence for life. 

He has been careful to secure these indict- 
ments only in such cases where the evidence 
1s so strong that a conviction is almost as- 
sured, and ate that he will be asking nothing 
unreasonable of a jury in arguing for a life 
sentence. 

While it ie not expected that any of the eight 
defendants will plesd guilty on first arraign- 
ment, a certain Four Courts att rney ws is 
in a position to know, predicts that at least 
four of them will now only calculate 
how best to secure the lowest sentence pos- 
sible. They would rather go over the road 
three or five years than go before a jury which 
might send them up for the rest of their lives. 
It now appears that prosecutions under the 
habitual criminal act will work wonders in 
clearing the city of the chronic criminals who 
for years have made St. Louis the head- 
quarters for their nefarious operations.

Why Samuel Less Thought All the World 
Was Leagued Against Him—‘“‘Jack the 
Ripper’’—Letters Which Filled a Law. 
yer’s Mail— Sample Epistle—The Writer 
Caught and Jailed.

EW YORK, June 28. 
—Lawyer Stephen B. 
Brague of No. 98 
Nassau street, who 
has been made un- 
comfortable during 
the past two weeks 
by receiving ip his 
morning mail letters 
signed ‘‘Jack the 
Ripper, threaten- 
ing bim with death, 
yesterday had the 
satisfaction of see- 
ing his tormentor in 
= jail. The author of 
the W letters is Samuel Less, late of 
No. 42 Great Jones street. He was arrested 
Thursday afternoon by Deputy Sheriff O'Neill 
upon an order issued py Judge O'Gorman of 
the Supreme Court, committing him for con- 
tempt in refusing to pay a fine of $100. Less at 
that time denied all knowledge ofthe letters 
signed Jack the Ripper’’ or of the bullets 
which had been fired at Lawyer Brague. After 
anightina cell and with the prospect of a 
term of imprisonment before bim he asked 
for mercy. Early yesterday morning he sent 
for Lawyer brague and other people who have 
been engaged in the case, and in their pres- 
ence made a full confession. He insisted, 
however, that he knew nothing of the shots 

which had been fired at Mr. Brague. 

LESS’ AMBITION. 

Less came to New York from Kansas City a 
few months ago with $4,000 in cash and the 
ambition to double it quickly. He answered 
an advertlsement of aman whosaid he hada 
money-making business and wanted a part- 
ner. Less advanced $2,500 and was made a 
partner in the firm of Carroll & Co., dealers in 
surgical instruments. Corroll retired and the 
firm name was changed to Samuel Less & Co. 
The other partner was Isaac W. Detweller. A 
row ensued after a time between Less and 
Detweller and the latter began proceedings in 
the Superior Court for a dissvlution of the co- 
partnership. The court appointed Lawyer 
Stephen B. Brague receiver and directed him 
to wind up the firm’s affairs. 

Things bad gone so badly with Less that he 
concluded he was surrounded with what he 
calls *‘bunco steerers.’” He believed Lawyer 
Brague was one of bis enemies ana refused to 
turn over to bimthe firm property. For this 
the receiver had him fined $100 upon motion 
before Judge O'Gorman. Less would not pay 
the fine. It wus at this stage of the proceed 
ings that Lawyer Brague received the first of 
the ‘‘Juck the Ripper letters. It was writ- 
ten backwards in a disguised hand and on the 
border of the letter were a skull and cross- 
bones, Gaggers and other bioodthirsty em- 
bleme. This is whatthe letter contained:

The illustrations in this letter consisted of 
an outline drawing of a gallows, a pistol, * 
badly damaged target and border of bulle 
coffins, bones and skulls. 

Other letters arrived from Jack, in which he 
infornred bis correspondent what disposition 
be intended to make of his Heart, bis head and 
other parte of his anatomy. One night as Mr. 
Brague was sitting in frout of his residence a 
shot was heard and a bullet whizzed dy, 
quickly followed by another and another. He 
retired to bie house, convinced that Jack the 
Ripper's thre@ts were serious. The next 
morning Mr. Brague went to No. 150 Nassau 
strest, where he found ‘‘the New Tork Society 
for the Enforcement of the Criminal 
Law. Mr. Braus told bis story to 
the officers, aud Manager Britton of 
the society began pursuit of the anonymous 
correspondent. Letters continued to arrive 
by every mall, however. The last one was 

written June 25. Agent Britton procured one 
of the bullets which whizzed by Mr. Brague’s 
head. It was a harmless pellet, such as is 
blown from an airgun. Such a gun is used by 
boys in the neighborhood, and Agent Britton 
concluded the firing had not been by Jack the 
Ripper. Mr. Brague had applied to Jadge 
O’Gorman tor an order for the arrest of Less 
for contempt of court, and it was executed 
Thareday. Agent Britton wes present. He 
suspected Lese of having written the ‘‘Rip- 
per’’ letters. Less’ handwriting and the ink 
found in his house correspond with those in 
the letters, and when confronted witb this evi- 
dence he confessed and begged ior mercy, 
Mr. Bragvue relented, and will this morning 
apply to the court for an order releasing him 
from jail.

THE LOTIERY BILL. 


Morris Afraid to Submit it to White Pri- 
maries Nine Moaths From Now. 


By Telecrerh to the Post-Drsearor. 

NEW ORLEANS, June 28.—The proposition to 
submit the lottery question to white Demo- 
cratic primaries in March, 1891, bas paralyzed 
the lotteryites. They realize that In an elea- 
tion nine months off they stand no show, as 
the authorities will bave ample time to or- 
ganize the State and thoroughly canvass it. 
It is now forty hours since the proposition 


was made, and no answer nas yet been re- 
turned. John A, Morris said he had no power 
to accept it, but proposed that the bill be 
allowed to go through the Senate, and 
then hold white primaries, and if the 
vote was against bim he would not 
submit the amendment to the people. As the 
bill directa the submission and the constitu- 
tion says that any Dil that pasees the Legis- 
lature to amend the constitution shall be 
submitted to the peopie at the next election, 
the antis are at a 1066 tosee how Morris will 
induce the State officers to violate both the 
bill itselfand the constitution and not sub- 
mit it. The lottery caucus met, or rather 
tried to meet, last night at 7:30 0’clock to 
considerthe proposition, but the lotterites 
were so badly rattied that they could not get a 
quorum. At 9:30 the members quit and went 
home. Another attempt will be made to 
get them together to-night. To-day the lot- 
tery bill comes up In the Senate for reference 
to a committee, and by a vote was referred 
not to the Judiciary Committee, but to the 
Committee on Health and Quarantine. The

How the FPiace, Which Was Met Spoken of 
Without a Shudder, Laid the Founda- 
tien Fer Fru Reform Throughest the 
World—One Weman’s Work and What 

Came of It—Seme Pathetic Incidents, 


OMEfew months 

ago an event of 

great bearing occu- 

pied the philantrophio 
minds of Paris. It was 
at last decided to tear 
down Saint~- Lazare, 
the only female pris- 
on, in which not only 
criminals but those 
who were suspected 
of being such, wheth- 
er young or old, 
whether iImdicted for 
petty offences or coY- 
ered with heilnoas 
guilt, were incarcera- 
ted alike. Girle of 
tender years held for 
preliminary hearing 
or sentenced for petty thefts were thrown in 
contact with bardened wemen, steeped in 


vice. 
Withthe demolition of this building, in 


whose place a ‘‘Mairie’’ will be erected, it is 
intended to introduce a thorough reform in 
the management of female prison affairs. This 
is a matter of utmost importance and may be 
considered a great victory for the influence 
which the ladies of Paris exercised in this 
direction, for they were the first to raise 
their voice in protest against the ignominious 
manner in which the prison of Saint- Lazare 


was conducted. 
Before speaking of this reform, we will tell 


our readers something of what 
SAINT-LAZARE 
has been up to the present time. 

In the year 1100 the site upon which Saint- 
Lazare stands now was occupied by a hospital 
for lepers. After a couple of hundred years 
this disappeared and made way for an abbey. 
It was in 1682 that the order of &. Vincent de 
Paul erected this monastery under the special 
protection of St. Lazarus. This was intended 


as an abode for those afflicted with physical 
and mental infirmities and for‘‘Pensionaires’’ 
who desired a quiet retreat. 

During the period of the revolution this 
monastery was converted into a prison and 
named Saint Lazare. It was within its walis 
that the poet Andre Chenier wrote hie“ Young 
Prisener’’ before ascending the gallows. 

During the reign of the Consulate the prison 
of Saint-Lazare was set apart exclusively for 
the reception of women. Many attempts 
were made to introduce a somewhat regu- 
lated management, but they all failed by 
reason of the fact that it was the only female 
prison available for holding over females for 
preliminary hearings, for those serving asen- 
tence of less than than two years, for minors 
who needed reform, as well as forsueh crim- 
inale who were past all redeeming. 

The consequences of this were arrange- 
ment were unutterably demoralizing, but the 
authorities took no cognizance—because it 
was a woman only who was concerned! The 
Government of the First Empire was as little 
inclined as that of the Consulate to amelior- 
ate the dreadfu! lot of the imprisoned women. 
Monarchy, Republic and Second Empire 
changed bandsin rapid suceession, but no 
improvement was made in female prison 
affairs: to the contrary, the conditions of 
Baint-Lezare became 890 terrible that the 
French autbor, Maximilian de Camp, pub- 
lished the following sentences about them: 

‘*This prison, from which vice emerges in 
greater multitude than it ever enters its 

ates, is a disgrace to fair Paris. Saint-Lazare 

s the schoo! of crime, from which stalk forth 
im brazen wantonness theft, murder and im- 
moraliity.’’ 

This gave rise toavain clamor for a sepa- 
rate institution for girls under 16 years of age, 
and such who were held for preliminary 
hearings. 

In 1865 a venerable priest, the Abbe Michel, 
visited Saint-Lazare. lie was accompanied 
by his miece, Mile. Pauline de Grandpre. Her 
room was situated inside the prison walis 
and she had ample opportunity bv day and 
night to observe all that took piace within the 
gioomy place. After conquering the fret im- 
pressions of horror and loathing sbe resolved 
to devote ber lite to the rescue of these 
unfortunate women, to the reformation 
of female prison Management and to the ald 
of those who were discharged from imprison- 
ment. She gathered a store of knowledge 
from the experiences of the Director, the 
priest, the nurses, the Sisters of Charity, who 
visited tbe prisoners, and was soon convinced 
that Saint-Lazare was nothing lese than a fes- 


teriug sore on the breast of Paris peer « 
= 


which must be uncovered to the public eye 
order to find the healing remedy. 

She debated a long time as to the mede of 
ee she had best pursue in order to be 

eard and to produce the proper effect, for 
ho would believe me (she wrote In a letter) 
were I to endeavor to enlighten the public 
mind? While it must appear as though I were 
aiding in abolishing abuses, I must defend the 
prisoners, exterminate prejudices, publish no 
names, accuse nobody, and take upon my 
shoulders the entire responsibility of the 
combat, which must not de conducted only 
against the accepted ideas of centuries, but 
againet the prison management, which will 
fee! itself unjustly attacked.“ 

At last 

MLLE. DE GRANDPR E'S RESOLUTIONS 

took definite vu She progressed in two 
ways: First, to reform the institution by the 
Gieclovures through the press; secondly, to 
take care of discharged prisoners and to or- 
ganize a society for this purpose. 

Imbued with indomitable courage, she be- 
gan the great work. In November, 1568, she 

ublished a novel, Les Condamnees de 
Eaint-Lagare.’’ This created quite a sensa- 
tion among the public, but incurred the dle 

leasure of the Government. She was not 
Siesoureges. however, and in June, 1869, pub-

THE MOST DISTINGUISHED LADIES * 
did not hesitate to drive to the Refuge | 
with their packages, and worked in unison 
with their noble Sisters of Charity. 

In Maroh, 87/0, Mile. de Grandpre endeav- 
ored to publish an article in the Montfeur en- 
titied ‘*The Reforms of Saint-Lasare, but 
the columns of that paper were forever closed 
to her pen, the polemic about the female 
prison was forbidden and Abbe Michel, who 
Was then almost 80 years of age, was dis- 
cbarged from his mission; Mile. de Grand- 
pre was threatened with imprisonment. Both 
sought retreat in the hospital Saint Louis 
without, however, giving up the battie for the 
just cause. 

The war of 1871 interrupted the work, but iu 
November of that year the ‘‘Mairie’’ of the 
Tenth District offered to the society the court- 
room for their meetings. A convention was 
called and the society organized anew, adopt. 
ing the following resolutions for its aim and 
purpose: ‘‘To save women from danger of 
moral decay, to furnish those discharged from 
prison with means for restoration to a well- 

irected life, without distinction of creed or 

tionality.*’ 

Houses of refuge were erected everywhere, 
and ia those the different classes of offenders 
were kept separate; in fact this charitable 
work is particularily based upon this separa- 
tion, for the light offenders often become the 
victims of intercourse with the worst crimi- 
nals and are then irretrievably lost. 

Where the society had not the means to 
build refuges and asylums it rented dwellings 
in the different districts of Paris, each of 
which is superintended by a ‘‘Patroness.’’ 
Here the unfortunate creatures who emerge 
from Saint-Lazare find she ter, clothing, work 
2 and positions in the different walks 
of life. 

In 1878 11,411 female prisoners were sur- 
rendered to Saint-Lazara, and 11,397 were dis- 
charged therefrom. One can imagine the in- 
describabie benefits arising from a shelter in 
one of these ‘‘refuges.’’ 

When Mile. de Grandpre left Paris she turned 
over the presidency of her great work of 
charity to tne Countess Chatel, who later on 
was succeeded by Mme. de Barreau, and 
whose present successor is Mme. Bogelot. 

This humane enterprise for the restoration 
of discharged prisoners received a new im- 
petuse whenthe association resolved to not 
only extend its benefits to girls and women, 
but to turn its fostering care tochildren, who, 
as prescribed by law, beretofere were kept in 
Prison with their mothers. To watch over 
and protect them became their second task, 
and within the last few years asylums have 
been founded for the children of prisoners. 
These are not considered inthe lightof re- 
formatories, but little houses are rented in 
the suburbs, where the convict motber, after 
her discharge; torms a liittie family with the 
children, under the survellance of a pat- 
roness. Where children are without a mother 
ener one entrusted to a foster-mother.

Nothing will be left of the old prison 
exceptatower, which can not be seen from 
the streets und which is exclusively reserved 
for hardened criminais. An entirely new 
building will be set apart for those held for 
preliminary hearings and those serving light 
sentences; asecond building will be erected 
tor women under sentence for violating the 
laws. Neglecjed children and those com- 
mitted for felonies will not be imprisoned, 
but placed in reformatories and work-houses. 
The little street vagabonds and beggars, both 
girls and boys, will be remanded to educa- 
tional institutes or placed with private char. 
it ble people. 

It is easy to comprehend howgreatly mor- 
ality will be elevated and crime decreased by 
these messures as soon as they are thorougbhb- 
ly and generally applied. This in unison with 
the grand work ofthe Grandpre Association 
for the amelioration and sheltering of those 
unfortunate women who are discharged from 
prison will seon revert the idea that has 
roco ted so deeply in the minds of past genera- 
tions: That the prison of Saint-Lazare of 
Paris is the school of vice and crime.

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SYNDICATES TO FORM A CORNER IN THE 


SPARKLING GEMS. 


They Had Been Steadily Going Down Since 
1875—Americans Take Millions ef Dol- 
lars“ Worth of Them, Consequently They 
Are Imterested—cCauses of the Change— 
Highest and Lowest Quotatiens fer Many 
Years. 


The spirit of combination from which Bel- 
lamy augurs such great things in the year 
2000 bas reached at last one of the great neces- 
sities of iife,viz.: diamonds. Already Tiffany 
& Co. report a big advance, the rough stones 
bringing from 40 to 50 per cent higher prices 
than ruled four months ago. They are now 
worth several dollars a bushed, and those who 
laid in a supply when the market was down 
are in high glee. Diamonds had been steadily 
deteriorating in price since 1875, and became 
attainable to people of quite moder- 
ate means. The m@wspaper reports 
of the costumes and ornaments worn at pub- 
lic balls testify to this, for one reads ‘‘dia- 
mond ornaments“ after the description of 
almost every gown. In days to come, how- 
ever, those ‘‘magic mirrors—moonstones’’ 
will have to supply the place of the iridescent 
gem, Every school boy kaows that the dia- 
mond supply of the world centersin Africa and 
Brazil, and all these mines—and they are not 
so manyas might be supposed—have come 
under the complete control of a small, but 
very strong syndicate. Asa consequence, the 
price has risen during the past twelve months 
over 250 per cent on the uncut stones. Mr. 
Rhodes, the diamond millionaire, ts the pres!i- 
dent, elected by a large number of gentlemen, 


the heads of various firms who are in the 
combination. The average buyer may ask, 
**how is it that with the 
GREAT RISE IN UNCUT STONES, 

diamonds have not been much higher atthe 
retail stores this year?!“ Theansewer is very 
simple. Thecutters intervene between the 
dealers and the retailers, and they are men 
generally of small capital. They are com- 
pelled to buy the stones of a company of 
millionaires who own the mines and sell to 
the individual millilonaireg represented by 
the retall dealers of our principal cities. Gen- 
erally the retailer bas a heavy stock on hand 


and has, too, the diamond-seliing public 
to purchase from. In consequence of this 
they can make thelr own prices with the 
cutters. in New York 


Several big retaliers 
and London have been buviug from the cut- 
tere in the last year at rates not halt as much 
in advance over former prices as the cuiters 
were compelled to vr.» for the stones in the 
rough. London isthe great dlamond market 
of the world and here the cutters from Ant- 
werp and Amsterdam, where the buik of the 
cutiing trade is located, come to buy. Asa 
rule they buy on credit. When their bills 
fall due the money has to be obtained at any 
sacrifice and their necessities have kept the 
price of cut diamonds down. Now that 
the Anglo-African company has entered the 
combination, the sbop prices must come up 
to meet the new schedule of cost prices. The 
only event likely to affect this powerful com- 
bination is the discovery of new mines; but 
oven in that contingency the organization 
would soon get these witbin the ripg. At 
present there is considerable activity in South 
Africa in prospecting, and a revival of work 
in some of the mines which had not been 
worked for many years. 

The diamond mines of Kimberley consist of 
four pits—the De Beers, Kimberley, Bulfon- 
tein and Dutoltspan. Originally the mines 
consisted of ‘‘claims,’’ 30 feet square, owned 
by diggers and worked in a very primitive 
way. In the course of time small companies 
were formed, each buying up a hundred or so 
claims from individual miners. These ia turn 
formed into larger companies until the De 
Beers consolidated company was established, 
which now owns almost the whole of the four 
ag At least it now holds the whole of the 

e Beers, the Kimberley and Bulfontein, 
either by purchase or lease in perpetuity, and 
has nearly all of the Dutoitepan with a 

PROSPECT OF SOON GAINING THE WHOLE. 

The only property im the four p.ts not now 
controlled by the De Beers Company is that of 
the Gordon Diamond Co. in the Dutoitspan. 
Thisgives De Beers a monopoly of the dia- 
mond mining Industry of the cape. 


The average annual production of tbe four 
pits its 4, ,000 carats of diamonds, the De 
Beers and Kimberley producing 2,250,000 


carats, the Bulfontein 1,000,000 and the Dufoit- 
span pit 750,000. Thestones from the first 
three are of avery even quality, but those 
from the Dutoltspan are better, and 
soll tor a much higher price. In proportion 
the yields of the mines are as follows: The De 
Beers and Kimberley yieia 125 carats of stones 
to 100 loads ot blue; the Bulfontein gives 
30 carats, and the Duftoltepan 25 to the same 
amount of blue. In consequence, the 
latter two have boen closed, and only the 
most profitable mine worked, making a 
diamond scarcity which cannot fail to make a 
very bullish market. 

The large dealers of London are expecting a 
consequent rise in the retail prices, but think 
it will not come until iate in the year, as most 
of the large retailers have big stocks on hand. 
A member ofa leading London firm seemed to 
foresee au advantage to small dealers in 
ewelry In the increased prices. When asked

In August, 1883, a correspondent of the New 
York Sun sent the story ofa duel that took 
place on the banks of the Pecos River:

HE BAGGED THE MONEY. 


How Young Donaldson Kobbed a Paymaster 
Near Uniontown, Pa. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., June 28.—The robbery ot 
$1,200 in the mining office of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Co., four miles away from here, at noon 
Wednesday, has created an extraordinary 
commotion all through this section. Its only 
parallel was the holding up, a dosen years 
ago, of Supt. Paisicy of the Stewart Iron 
Works, by highwaymen, who relieved him of 


$6,000 which be was carrying in a satchel out 
from Uniontown to pay off the men at the 
Bilson works. Incredible as it may seem, the 
robbery was committed when dozens of the 
company’s hands were within astone’sthrow, 
and yet the daring young Perry Donaldson 
drove the paymaster and yard bose off at the 
pistol’s point, bagged the $1,200 booty, fired 
two shots at those attempting to pursue him, 
and rap a mile through the open country be- 
fore he passed safely into the mountain brush. 

Paywaster Jacob Atkinson came to Uulon- 
town in the morning and drew out ot the 
local bank $1,200, placed the — in a salt 
bag and drove back to the works, four miles 
away. He placed the satchel on the office safe 
and ate his dinner. He then took the money 
out, and, with the assistance Of the yard boss, 
placed proper amounts in the pay envelopes 
of the men, laying them on the desk before 
him. When this was done the yard boss 
walked out to the pump, a few yards off, 
Atkinson and aemall boy remaining in the 
office. Just then there appeared from an 
naujacent thicket, in which, waiting his oppor- 
tunity, he had been concealed, a man wearing 
a heavy black mask covering all bis face 
except the eyes. The stranger thrust his hand 
in at the window, and, covering Paymaster 
Atkinson with a revolver, called out: ‘‘Give 
me that money or III kill jou.“ 

Who are you?“ gasped out the paymaster 
as he backed away trembling witb fright. 

„Hand methe money or I'll shoot you,“ 
the intruder insisted. 

Atkinson bolted out of the door and hast 
ened towards the nearest house to give the 
alarm. He then started back tothe office. 
The robber had inthe meanwhile secured all 
the money and was starting towards the 
mountain. The yard boss came running 
down from the pump to join Atkinson In head- 
ing him off. But the thier fired several shots 
at them and continued his flight. He rapidly 
crossed the clearing and disappeared inthe 
mountain brush. Sheriff McCormick soon 
after left here with a posse, but was 
unable to find the fugitive. In his flight he 
dropped his hat and seyeral envelopes con- 
taining about 5100. The hat aided in identliy- 
ing him, and Atkinson declared he had recog- 
nized the voice and features as those of Perry 
Donaldson, a local 18-year-old tough, who 
had been an employe of the company. He 
has been a devourer of lurid tales, and Jesse 
James became his ideal hero. Donaldson 
ventured back last night to Oliphant, and 
soon afterwards Waiter Longhead missed one 
of his mules. It is supposed that Donaldson 
rode this mule last night towards the West 
Virginia side, where he had relatives. It is 
suspected he had local confederates in the 
crime with whom he left part of thé spoils 
before his flixht. 

Generai Suprintendent Thomas Lynch ofthe 
Frick Works urrived here yosterday and 
quletly had a search warrant issued and the 
sheriff will search a house or two where sonie 
of the plunder ia beiieved to be hidden.

A Novel Pian to Kgep the City Out of Litiga- 
tion—Blills in Both Branches, 


In the absence of President Walbridge the 
meeting of the Council last evening was called 
to order by Vice-President Comfort.
